Spirit. The Heathen Oracles themfelves, tho’ In- 
fluenc’d by no other Spirit chan the Spirit of Error, 
were fometimes Fortunate in their fuccefsful Gueffes. 
Tho’ indeed they generally Dreft up their Anfwers 
iufuch Ambiguous Terms, as to fave their Credit 
with their Credu!ous and Superftitious Votarics, 
whatever fhou’d be the Event of the thing Prog- 
nofticated. And therefore thofe words of Micaiah, 
as Literally taken, wou'd be Inclufive of Perjury, 
not becaufe Coincident with the forefaid Predicti- 
ons of the Falfe Prophets, but becaufe Difagree- 
able to his After-Prophefy and the Fatal Iffue of the 
Battle. And if You your felf had this in View (as 
it isnot Improbable bur you might J you fhou'd 
have fer the Matter in a Clearer light by Expreffing 
your [nterition. 

But the forefaid words of the Prophet Micasah 
are all Ironica!, and include a Charientiim. For 
a Charientifm is that Species of an_ Irony, 
which couches a Difagrecable Senfe undér A- 
$reeable Expreffions. When therefore he f{ays, 


Go and Profpers he means it no otherwife than 
by way of Reproof ; as tho’ he had faid, if thon 
Doft Go, thou alt not Profper. And when he adds, 
the Lord fall deliver jt into the hand of the King, 
the Exprefsd Affirmative Implies a Ticasien. Tan 
to thew the Reafonablenefs of this Expofition, we 
beg leave to offer the Subfequent Particulars, 

1. Were Micasah no more than a Man of Com- 
mon Integrity, we coud not Rationally, from the 
Paffage, call his Integrity into Queftion, fince a 
Charienti{m isa very Common and Familiar Figure.
